* in the perſon of Jeſus of Nazareth, as evinced by 


the evangeliſts. 


The whole ſyſtem of the goſpel is a beautiful 
pile raiſed on the foundation of the Old Teſtament 
veracity. And as the Old Teſtament was a pre- 
diction of facts which were to take place, ſo the 
New Teſtament, even in the ſmalleſt inſtances, 
muſt be eſteemed its exacteſt completion; and 
both conjoined conſtitute one complete ſyſtem of 
ſafe. religion. Thus the Jewiſh and Chriſtian 
church are but one; they differ no more than the 
evening and morning ſtar. 

Hence it appears that our religion is almoſt as 
old as the creation. In ſupport of this the follow- 
ing pages are offered. There has been no recourſe 
to gonjectural or doubtful evidence; or to pliant 
accommodations, fanciful allegories, parallel refe- 
rences, or even to manifeſt alluſions ; but to the 
concluſive teſtimony of the Holy Ghoſt, in plain 
and direct applications of the Old Teſtament pro- 


phecies to New Teſtament fulfilment, in things 


of the ſmalleſt, as wel as thoſe of the greateſt, | 
moment. 

Here we may obſerve that the Old Teſtament

I hope by this arrangement of the ſcripture 
there will appear to every candid mind a juſt agree- 
ment between the prophets and the apoſtles; and 
that they conſtituted one body under one head; or 
one complete building,' ſecurely united by the 
living and life-giving Corner Stone. The ſcrip- 
tures contain truths worthy the wiſdom of their 
Author, and fully calculated to encourage the faith 
and hope of ruined ſinners, who feel the want of 
that Saviour they ſo fully bear witneſs to. 

- Thoſe may alſo ſee their error who may have 
thought the Old Teſtament rather uſeleſs, and the 
New to be principally regarded.

compliſhment in the perſon of Jeſus Chriſt, who 
was the ſubſtance of that ſhadowy diſpenſation, 
Nor are we under that occaſional law which the 
Jews had in particular caſes by viſion, dreams, 
oracle, &c.; or under the moral law as a covenant 


of life: in this ſenſe, if we believe in Jeſus, we are 


dead to it, that we might be married to another, 
even Chriſt; yet we are under its authority as to 
the practice of morality, yet not under its curſe 
for death and ruin. The morality of the law and 
goſpel is one: their precepts are ſubſtantially the 
fame. The goſpel does not enjoin any one pre- 
cept of morality, but we find it included in the 
law, which comprehends all in its requiſition of 
love to God and man. The law is eſtabliſned by 
the goſpel—Chriſt came to obey it: his obedience 
honoured its precepts, and his ſufferings its penal - 
ties and juſtice, Believers. acknowledge its juſt 
claims, both preceptive and vindictive, when they 
plead the work of their Surety for their acceptance, 
and ſeek grace and ability to live in conformity to 
its | precepts. Thus the law is not made void 
through faith; Yea, faith the apoſtle, we eſtabliſh 
the law.

I have alſo added a collection of ſuch ſcriptures 
as evidently prove a plurality of perſons in the 
Unity of the Divine Eſſence.
